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TRUSTEES HOLD 

BUSY SESSION 

HOUSE NUMBERS ORDERED 

Mrs. Amelia Jensen Appointed to Posi' 

tion of Municipal Nurse Beginning 
October 1 

flu- long expected house numbering 
ordinance was passed at last evening’s 
meeting of the city trustees and Mi>, 
Amelia Jensen was appointed to the 
position of municipal nurse, her term to 
begin October 1. Besides tlie.se two im¬ 
portant and very excellent acts the board 
transacted a considerable amount of 
routine business, this lieing the first 
meeting attended by the entire board 
in several months. Chairman Jones pre¬ 
sided after an absence of several weeks. 

The house numbering ordinance merely 
provides for putting into effect the offi¬ 
cial numbering map prepared by J. 1). 
M ackerras and officially adopted some 
time since. The placing of numbers 
upon houses is made mandatory upon 
property owners within a period of 90 
days, with a penalty attached for non¬ 
performance. The official numbers can 
be learned from the city clerk who will 
furnish the information without charg¬ 
ing a fee as i- done in some other cities. 
Metallic numbers can be purchased for 
a small -uni. so there is really no excuse 
for any house being without a number. 

The appointment of a municipal nurse 
without delay has been urged repeatedly 
upon the board of late. The opening of 
school and the annual influx of visitors 
about this season make it a matter of 
vital importance. It is doubtful if the 
board could possibly have made a better 
selection than Mrs. Jensen for this work 
and her appointment will meet with very 
general approval. She has had wide ex¬ 
perience and training as a nurse and is 
<> woman of mature judgment. 

Several plans for culverts were sub¬ 
mitted by City Engineer Bixby for ap¬ 
proval by the board. They were made 
a part of the official records of the engi¬ 
neer’s office. Current bills were audited 
and ordered paid—provided the holders 
of warrants can get something out of 
nothing, which seems to describe the con¬ 
dition of the city treasury. 

MOUNTAIN STREAMS LOW 

Unless there is a rain in the very ne.i 
future there will be little joy for camp¬ 
ers in the mountains this fall. The pros¬ 
pect for next season’s fishing in the 
West Fork and other trout streams is 
already exceedingly dark. The smaller 
streams are reported to be entirely dried 
up. In places the lied of the West Fork 
is said to be entirely dry, though there 
is an underground flow which appears in 
places on the surface. Fish have been 
dying off rapidly, those which reached 
the larger pools or the lower river being 
the only survivors. 

October usually otters one the most at¬ 
tractive seasons of the year for a camp 
ing trip. The approach of the end o 
the deer season usually brings out num¬ 
bers of hunters. It would be too bad 
if one of the best outdoor months of the 
year is to be spoiled for lack of water. 
The past few seasons have seen such 
abundant rainfall that mountain climb¬ 
ers have become accustomed to finding 
water in almost every little canyon, mak¬ 
ing it possible to pitch camp almost 
anywhere without the necessity of pack¬ 
ing water any distance.

The family 
had resided in Sierra Madre about p 
year and a half, returning to their home 
in Stillwater, Minnesota, about fom 
months ago. Three children, Raymond. 
Albert and Dorris, are left to mourn 
with their father. Mrs. Brandt had 
many friends in Sierra Madre who will 
learn with sincere regret of her untime¬ 
ly loss. 

Upon leaving Sierra Madre Mr. Brandt 
sold his home here, but he still retain- 
a small ranch near Arcadia. It is pos¬ 
sible he will return to Southern Cali 
fornia to reside. 

STURTEVANT FAMILY’S ROMANCE 

One of the most interesting chapters 
from the lift of the late Wilbur M. 
Sturtevant, whose death was reported 
in last week’s News, was omitted from 
that account. Attention has been called 
to it by W. F. Bixby and it will doubt¬ 
less be remembered by others among the 
older residents of Sierra Madre. 

it will be recalled that after the Civil 
War Mr. Sturtevant went west and en 
gaged in prospecting and mining veil 
tures in Colorado. For a time regular 
correspondence was kept up between 
him and his family who remained in 
the east. But the letters finally ceased. 
Sturtevant continued awhile to write to 
the old address after the letters from 
home had ceased to reach him, but at 
last gave up trying to communicate with 
his family, supposing they were dead 
or had removed without notifying him. 

The experience of his family was iden¬ 
tical. After writing a number of times 
without receiving a reply they gave him 
up for dead. 

In the course of time Mr. Sturtevant 
continued his travels in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. locating first at Pasadena, and 
building the Sturtevant trail and camp. 
By some strange chance the attention of 
his family was directed to the name of 
the trail and camp, though they had no 
information as to the source of the name. 
Acting on the possibility that it might 
be the lost husband and father who had 
given the name a letter of inquiry was 
directed to Sierra Madre, with a resulting 
happy reunion. The family later came 
to Sierra Madre to join Mr. Sturtevant 
and resided here for a number of years. 

It appeared that a partner of Mr. 
Sturtevant was responsible for the break 
in communications. For some reason 
he intercepted and destroyed Mr. Sturtc 
vant’s mail, both incoming and outgoing. 
The near approach to tragedy which re¬ 
sulted and the subsequent reunion is one 
of the things which makes truth appear 
often stranger than fiction. 


THE CURING OF LEMONS 

Replying to a reader’s query as to 
methods of curing lemons, the California 
Cultivator say-: 

“We have seen lemons picked from the 
trees, covered with wet sand and left t’oi 
months. They came out yellowed, vel¬ 
vety and perfect fruit. One orchardist 
in Jais Angeles county thought at one 
time that he had made a great discovery 
and treated many loads ot them by this 
process. Such handling is altogether too 
expensive, however. The usual method 
is to pile in tiers eight boxes high close 
together but with small alleyway be¬ 
tween rows for circulation of air. The 
circulation of air is then controlled by 
tents or tarpaulins thrown over the 
fruit. During the sweat enough air must 
be admitted to keep down excess of 
moisture. To judge tiiis is a matter of 
experience. Lemon houses are also built 
to provide a uniform temperature; the 
curing lias been determined to lie not so 
much a question of temperature as of 
moisture. If the moisture evaporates 
too rapidly a wilted and comparatively 
worthless lemon results. 

“To cure lemons from a few trees oi 
for household use we have seen boxes 
stacked under shed and covered closely 
with newspapers to prevent evaporation, 
the newspapers being raised occasionally 
to ascertain amount of moisture. The 
curing is sometimes hastened by placing 
in close rooms and subjecting to moist 
heat, keeping the temperature at 95 de 
glees. Tliis will cure them within a 
few days, while the other method in a 
cool season may take several weeks." 

Another method of curing and keeping 
lemons for household use is to wrap each 
lemon separately in a piece of newspaper. 
Pack them in boxes and store in a cool, 
dry place. Always lie careful to pre¬ 
serve the skin without abrasion or piere 
ing, as the slightest break furnishes an 
opening for the blue mould which is the 
chief agency in the destruction of the 
fruit. A perfectly sound skin will pre¬ 
vent this decay.

The surgeon who made 
the autopsy stated that the spent bullet 
which passed through the heart of a man 
sitting in a picture show on Central ave¬ 
nue might have travelled a distance of 
two miles before accomplishing its fatal 
work. 

Many of the older residents in Sierra 
Madre could relate strange experience- 
of narrow escapes from stray bullets 
fired from the rifles of irresponsible boys. 
Boys with firearms of one kind or an 
other are still far from unknown within 
the city limits. If the street signs at 
too many of our streets could speak they 
could tell a tale of bullets that were 
not spent, but deliberately and mis 
chievously aimed to do harm. 

Perhaps when the Boy Scout move 
ment has reached Sierra Madre the mi 
licked cubs who now perpetrate such 
barbarities will develop into the pro¬ 
tectors and conservators of public prop¬ 
erty. Hasten the day!

EXAMINATION FOR RANGERS 

Aspiring Foresters Will Have a Chance 
Nt xt Month 

1 he Civil Service Commission will hold 
jan examination for Assistant Forest 
j Ranger October 24 and 25. 1910, at all 
forest headquarters in district 5, which 
I comprises the state of California and 
western Nevada. In Southern California 
! the examinations will be held at Santa 
Barbara. Los Angeles and San Diego, and 
| the best opportunity will be given to 
local men, who are naturally best ac¬ 
quainted with the forests on which they 
seek employment. The examination will 
he along the same general lines as here¬ 
tofore, and will consist of questions re¬ 
garding the use of the forest, supple¬ 
mented by a field test to show the ap¬ 
plicant’' fitness to perform the actual 
work of a ranger. 

The age limit for this examination is 
21 to 40 years. This position requires 
thoroeghlv soend and able-bodied men, 
capable of enduring hardships and of 
performing severe labor under trying 
conditions; lie must he able to build 
trails and cabins, ride, pack and deal 
tactfully with all classes of people, He 
must know something of land surveying, 
estimating and scaling timber, logging, 
land laws, mining and the live-stock 
business. The eligibles appointed from 
this examination will receive a salary 
of $1100 per annum. 

Application should be made to the 
Civil Service Commission at Washing¬ 
ton. D. C., for the necessary blanks and 
further information. 

POISON KILLS “JUDGE” 

“Judge,” Charles J. Fox’s handsome 
Boston terrier, for which $500 had been 
offered and which was valued at twice 
that sum by its owner, is dead as the 
result of poisoning.

Numbering in Said City of Sierra

The Board of Trustees ot me City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That a uniform system of 
house numbering in said City of Sierra 
Madre be, and the same is hereby, estab- 
lished, such plan or system being as fol¬ 
lows, to-wit: 

The common point of beginning shall 
be at the intersection of Baldwin Ave- 
uue and Central Avenue in said city, the 
numbers commencing with number 1 
and each twelve and one-half (12 y 2 ) feet 
of frontage to have a number, the loca¬ 
tion of the front door of each house to 
bear the number of the said twelve and 
one-half (12%) feet frontage nearest to 
which said front door is located, the 
said system of numbering being more 
fully set forth in the Official House 
Numbering Map No. 2, heretofore adopt-! 
ed by said Board of Trustees and on ■ 
file in the office of the City Clerk of said 
city, which said Official House Number- ( 
ing Map No. 2 is hereby referred to and 
made a part of this Ordinance. 

Section 2. The City Clerk is hereby 
instructed to furnish to all owners of; 
houses in said city the proper number 
for each house, and shall issue a certifi¬ 
cate signed by said City Clerk giving 
the proper number thereof, free of cost 
to such house owner, and said number, 
after such certificate is so issued, shall 
be the official number for such house. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of 
each house owner to place conspicuously 
the official number of the house owned 
bv him in front of said house, the num¬ 
bers to be at least three inches in height,

, j Section 4. Any person who fails to 
: comply with the provisions of this Ordi- 
i nance will be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
subject to a fine not to exceed $10.00 for 
each offense, or by imprisonment for a 
period not to exceed ten days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment; and 
it shall be deemed a separate offense in 
the event of a failure to comply with the 
terms of this Ordinance for each dav 
after the expiration of said period of 
ninety days from the date of the adop¬ 
tion of this Ordinance, or after ten days’ 
notice in writing by the City Marshal 
of said city to such house owner. 

Section 5. The City Clerk shall cer¬ 
tify to the adoption of this Ordinance 
and shall cause the same to be pub¬ 
lished once in the “Sierra Madre News,”
